Now in reference to thé twenty-eighth 
article of the British Treaty, we find the

produce on its way to the foreign, market, 
and on importa on their way into the iiite- 
rior, to the detriment, of trade ; it is agreed 
that, * *:* the authority appointed to bu.

‘declare the- amount of duties leviable on 
produce between the -place of production 
and the port of shijinent, and upon imports 
between the consular-portin ‘question and

This..i8 plain’ enough, aud backed up 
by Article 50, which declares the British

We have thus far supported the views 
expressed’ by Mr Bosmai: aud .cthers, 
but. would point out that the testimony 
borne by him may prove too much, - He 
saw within the last day or two, “seven 
or-eight war-junks, and one or two 
erttizers overhuuling outgoing junks a 
few-miles outside.”

was probably in allusion to this that Mr 
Bryans said’ he cousidered that the 
Chamber was assuming that tlieve was 
an evil to remedy before they, had proof 
j that the evil existed, °“If the duties 
alluded. to were not levied in violation of 
the ‘Ireaty, then there: was no evil to 
remely.” . Let us have clear proof that 
the business.of this colouy is interfered 
with—not that ‘of Chinese agents ‘of 
merchants here, residing in Chinaandship- 
ping in Chinese bottoms under Chinese 
papers. We cannot interfere to protect 
them. But if Hougkong interests: are 
iouched we advocate decided: action, 
though the public “ flogging ” of the 
Chinese opivin taxyuthorer would scarce- 
ly, we feur,’ tind favor as @ political, 
measure, -.-!
